RUSSIAN CRUELTY TO UEf.MANS. 

The irritation roused in" liussiu, by the 
cordial and close relations between Austria 
and Germany, is being felt in its effects in 
the Baltic provinces of the Russian empire, 
where the Czar's officers are ticking every 
effort to stamp out German se ltiment and 
substitute Russian tor German education, 
both secular aud religious. The latest move 
is to deprive Luthereu pastors of their 
stipends, on the pretence that some of them

DEATH ol' A HEM AUK \ ULL KOROEll. 

A man whose name was in everyone's 

nth a few years ago, has just died in a 

little town of Albinia. This is Siinonidcs, 
le notorious forger of Greek manuscripts, 
bis man had a remarkably history as a 
forger of Egyptian and Syrian antiquities. 
He never attempted to cheat ignorant, peo- 
ple, bin always went with his frauds to the 
most celebrated scholars and authorities. 
Among Simonides' exploits was his presen- 
tation to a committee of a dozen scholars, at 
Athens, of a manuscript of Homer's works 
written on lotus leaves, which ho asserted 
belonged to a period considerable anterior 
to tho Christian era. Eleven of the twelve 
members of thecommitteo were convinced 
of the authenticity of the document. The 
twelfth, however, made the discovery that 
it was a faithful copy of tho text of Homer, 
as published by the German critic, Wolff, 
and that tho manuscript reproduced all the 
errors that the printer and proofreader had 
left. Simonides succeeded in swindling 
Ismail Pasha out of u large sum for a forged 
manuscript of Aristotle's works. Ho also 
cold to the British Museum a forged memor- 
andum addressed by Belisarius to tho Em- 
potor Justinian, and induced the Duke of 
Sutherland to purchase two apocryphal let- 
ters from Alcibiades to Pericles.

London, Oct. 20.— This morning Admiral 
Seymour and L'10 ollicers and men, who had 
visited town to attend a ball given in their 
boner by Mayor Egau, unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to join their vessels, which on Sat- 
urday were compelled to put to sea in order 
to avoid being dliven ashore. The storm 
was still prevailing, and after a determined 
effort to reach the war vessels, the admiral 
and his companions were compelled to re- 
turn to land.

EpiNBURau, Oct. 2l.-rMr. Gladstone de ; 
livered the first speech of his Scotch cam- 
paign to-duy in the Corn Exchange in this 
city. There was a tremendous crush of peo- 
ple eager to see and hoar the great Liberal 
leader, and when the hall had been crowded 
to suffocation, thousands of disappointed 
persons were left outside, to return home or 
listen to speakers of lesser note who ad- 
dressed the overflow of the meeting in the 
open air. The audience in the ball num- 
bered about five thousand. Gladtsono was 
enthusiastically greeted on making his ap- 
pearance. He was in excellent health, and 
his voice was clear and strong. He spoke 
without visible sign of fatigue. 

On opening his address he remarked that 
though many questions of importance were 
before the public, the problem which con- 
tinued to eclipse all others and to demand 
the almost undivided attention of those who 
strive to promote the well-being of tho 
nation, was the Irish problem. Tho country 
had come to recognize the fact that this 
question mnjt be settled before any other 
question could be dealt with. It was one 
which : ffeeind the health and vitality of the 
state, so intimately, that in truth no other 
question could be properly considered while 
this remained in abeyance; 

Tho present rulers had hoodwinked and 
deluded the constituencies before election 
by pledging themselves not to rely upon 
brute force in tho government of Ireland. 
They bad promised to provide an effective 
system of local self-government for that 
part of the kingdom. They had put them- 
selves on record as opposed to any advances 
from the British treasury for the purpose of 
buying estates from landlords in Ireland. 
How bad these pledges, upon which the 
people had granted them the reins of gov- 
ernment, been adhered to in the actual his- 
tory of their administration V The very 
tirst important measure proposed by the 
present government on its accession to 
power was a measure for the govern- 
ment of the Irish people by coercion. 
This had been the favorite bantling of tho 
tory fathers. True, a local government bill 
had been brought in, but it was a feeble 
offspring-, poorly nourished, and so badly 
neglected that it wtfB rapidly dwindling 
into nothingness. As to their third pledge, 
it had apparently been wholly forgotten, 
for in tin? proposal pending before parlia- 
ment in regard to the expropriation of Irish 
estates, there was a provision by which 
£40,000,000 Of money, drawn from the 
British people by taxation, was to pass into 
the pockets of holders of land in Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone proceeded to discuss the 
provisions of the land purchase bill, and 
subjected the incisure to a severe criticism, 
in which his well-known skill in 
financial analysis was exhibited so strik- 
ingly as to elicit round after round of ap- 
plause from tho audience. Recurring to 
the subject of coercive methods of govern- 
ment, he remarked that the Conservatives 
took credit upon themselves for setting Ira- 
land right by means of a firm liud resolute 
government, but so poorly had they* earned 
the right to make such a boast that it might 
truly be said that, defective though the law 
was, the administration of it was worse 
than the law itself. Indeed, so deplorable 
.vas the state to which affairs had been 
brought, that he would not hesitate to 
declare the Irish people. ought to 
hate the law, though he would not 
say that they ought to break it. He would 
not sanction lawlessness, even though the 
Irish people had constantly before them an 
eminently bad example of lawlessness in 
quarters which should be the fountain head 
of legality, for the government of Ireland 
was itself a perfect pattern of unlawfulness, 
and its methods were such as could not fail 
to provoke among the people feelings of 
justifiable resentment. It was hardly neces- 
sary to mention the particular circum- 
stances of these illegal methods, for such 
instances bad lately been conspicously im- 
pressed upon the public mind. It was grossly 
illegal to closo the court room against the 
people of Tipperary. One of the rights of 
every British subject was that, if tried, he 
should be tried openly and in public view. 
The appointment of Mr. Shannon as one of 
the trial magistrates to sit in judgment 
upon Dillon, O'Brien and other accused 
nationalists, was, while perhaps not techni- 
cally illegal, a gross scandal, not merely be- 
cause he had been previously called upon to 
act as an executive officer in dealing with the 
people now brought before him in his judicial 
capacity, but also because in tho case of 
Mr. Dillon, particularly, thero was a per- 
sonal quarrel between the men winch it was 
only fair to assume must create a bias in 
the mind of the magistrate, 
jiglii dwelling upon the action of the' police, 
in attacking respectable and peaceable 
citizens and visitors with batons, Gladstone 
remarked that after such misconduct on 
the part of the police at Mitcholstown, 
Tipperary and else where, it would be ex- 
pecting impossibilities to look for a main- 
tenance of popular respect for the constabu- 
lary or their administration of tho law. 

Further than this the systematic brutality 
of the police was crowned by the insult of 
chronic absenteeism on the part of the re- 
sponsible officials. Mr. Balfour seemed to 
feel that it was no part of the business of 
the minister for 1 1 eland to reside for any 
length of time in the country whose needs 
and demands he was supposed to be familiar 
with. It was absenteeism that formed 
one of the most .siguiliccnt signs 
of the lowest degradation reached 
by Ireland in the hist century, and 
this practice had now been made a constant 
habit of the chief secretary, who had fairly 
Haunted bis absence in the lace of the 
people. Whit was the condition of 
the century as a result of kuv.Ii brutality 
and neglect'! The government had the 
audacity to boast thai Ireland had grown 

peaceable under its administration, yet it 
kept six-fold more armed policemen in Ire- 
land than the whole of England uud Scot- 



land! The British people were forced to 
pay *l',600,q«> annually to support the 
police in Ireland for the purpose of assist- 
ing tho landlords to collect their rents. At 
least, this was apparently the chief function 
of the constabulary. The Bdglish and 
Scotch landlords who maintained fair and 
equitable relations with their tenants did 
not ask the aid of the police in collecting 
their rents, yet their occasional losses footed 
up more than those of Irish landlords, 
thanks to the merciless severity of the land 
system, hacked by the batons and rifles of 
the police. Meanwhile, what had become 
of the promises for Irish local solfWem- 
nient V 

Gladstone challenged the government to 
grant a general election, and asserted with 
confidence that should an appeal to the 
country be allowed tho result would prove 
that the people bad been won over by the 
actions of the Conservative government to 
an approval of the experiment,of home rule. 
With this great question settled, on 
terms honorable alike to England and Ire- 
land, the last fortress of bigotry and oppres- 
sion would succumb to the attack of liberal 
principles. Justice to Ireland would rid 
the empire of an intolerable nuisance and 
deep disgrace, and would guild with a 
brighter glow than any former period the 
closing years of Victoria's glorious reign, 

Mr. Gladstone's address was frequently 
interrupted by applause, and its close was 
followed by long continued cheering, After 
a brief rest, Gladstone and his wife and a 
few intimate friends attended the concert of 
Mine. Putti. A dense crowd gathered out- 
side the budding and wildly cheered the 
ex-premier as bo entered. His appearance 
in the hall was tho signal for another out- 
burst of enthusiasm. 

PRESS COMMENT. 

London, Oct. 21,-The Chronicle ranks 
Gladstone s speech at Edinburgh as among 
bis linest oratorical efforts, and says his 
scathing exposure of the coercive regime 
Will tell upon the ministerial position.

Stockton, Col., Oct. 20. — The State 
Woman's Christian Temperance convention 
was called to order by Mrs. M. Dorr, presi- 
Jont of tho locul union.

E. church, who also cordially extended the 
freedom of the church edifice to the con- 
vention. A poetical welcome in behalf of 
the Temperunco legion was pleasantly ex- 
tended by Master Archio Atwood and Miss 
Lou Hall of Woodbridgo, and was followed 
by an address in behalf of the Y. \V. C. T. 
U., which was heartily cheered. Mrs. H. 
H. McMaster welcomed tho convention in 
behalf of the W. C. T. U. in an address of 
remarkable force and vigor, which was re- 
peatedly cheered. 

Music by tho W. C. T. U. choir followed.

niuo Water in 'Which Trout Abound-fforcBt 
Fire at Night. 

Pout Crescent, Wash., Oct. I!).— The 
beautiful Lake Crescent is situated seven 
miles south of Port Crescent, and is reached 
by what is as yet only a trail for foot trav- 
elers and horses. The forest that ono has 
to go through is the most beautiful that can 
bo seen. The lake is six miles long, shaped 
like a crescent, with water of a bluish tint, 
and so clear that a tin can fastened to a 
string can be seen thirty feet below the sur- 
face. The shores are gravelly or sandy, 
and lined with beautiful timber, consisting 
of hemlock, cedar, maple, aider, poplar, 
willow, laurel, ash, elder, dogwood, ur and 
Swedish oxel. Occasionally by the shore 
are rocks, shooting out and making it look 
very picturesque. 

Hack of the timber arc high mountains 
where the snow can be seen in some places 
tho year round. In the canyons between 
the mountains wild flowers abound. In out- 
place there is a narrow waterfall sliding 
down from the mountains tl at appears to 
be three or four feet broad in the dry sea- 
son, and perhaps COO or 600 feet high, as 
the surveyors of the Gray's Harbor and 
Port Crescent railroad judge it to be. 

There is at the lake a comfortable log 
house where a traveller can slop and get 
board and lodging, and boats may be hired. 
Trout abound, und arc of two kinds, and or- 
dinarily more than eight inches long. 

There was a great forest fire on the top of 
the high mountain on the western peninsu- 
lu, and it was a scene both fearful and 
grand, especially during the night, when 
big forest trees, full of lire, were plunging 
down the steep mountain side, many hun- 
dred feet, tearing loose big boulders and 
crashing through the timber below. The 
noise could be heard many miles back in 
the mountains. 

On the cast shore of Luke Crescout, where 
a little river, clear as crystal, is winding its 
way through beautiful hardwood timber, is 
a neat little log house, the homo of Paul 
Lai nes, The view from his house is anion" 
the linest that are to be seen in the world. 
Close by is another lake called Lake Sulhoi- 
land. It is only two miles long, but equal to 
Lake Crescent in beauty,

ON MOUNT ST. ELIAS. 



Return of the Expedition Sent Out to 
Explore the Mountain Keirioiis 
of Alaska. 



Thirty-Five Days in Tents Above the 
Snow-Lino— Mountains Lower 
than Supposed. 



Washington City, Oct. 10. — The 
scitmtilic. expedition sent out last spring 
under the joint auspices of, the National 
Geographical Society aud the United 
States geological survey for the purpose 
of exploring the region about Mount St. 
Eliaa, Alaska, has returned. Mr. Rus- 
sell, who organized the expedition and 
had charge of the work, has furnished the 
Associated Press a picturesque sketch of 
tho work of his parly. 

The actual base of operations at the 
lmadof Yukatat hay was reached June 
18, and study of the geology and geo- 
graphy of the region began at onco. 

They fountl an island near the head of 
the bay which they named Grandview 
island. From irs summit, which rises 
bodily 1,000 fe.t above the water, a 
magnificent view was obtained of tho vast 
stretch of enow -clad mountains, from 
•which glaciers of groat magnitude de- 
scended to the sea, and ended in clirt's 
several hundred feet high. From 
these the icebergs crowding tho bay 
were derived. Ono of these glaciers wc 
named after DalLon, tho pit neer explorer 
of this region. Another, of large size, 
at the head of tho bay, was named in 
■honor of Cardinal Hubbard, p*esidei>t of 
the National Geographical lOOlbty. A 
magnificent mountain DOAk, rising some 
10,000 feot abovo the Hubbard glacier, 
received the same name. Another tower- 
ing peak on the same mountain crest, 
triangular in shape and always of purest 
white, was named Mount Seattle. 

As soon as tho topographic work was 
well under way, the lino of march to- 
ward Mount St. Elias was decided upon. 
All of our rations, bedding, tents, etc., 
had to 'bo carried or packed by men, the 
character of the country not allowing the 
U30 of animals. We found the passes in 
the mountains in the direction we wished 
to travel, and no insurmountable difficul- 
ties in our way, although great patience 
and judgment were requisite in threading 
tho net-work of crevasses in the ice 
fields. Probably nine-tenths of our 
journey was across glaciers and snow 
fields. 

On the 1st of August wo were midway 
between Yukatat bay and St. Elias, but 
still at the base of the mountains. The 
timber line is about 1,500 feet high, and 
all trees disappear a few miles to the 
west. An island of rock, surrounded by 
vast glaciers, but clothed with beautiful 
dowers, rank ferns and douse spruce 
forests, furnished a delightful spot for 
our base camp. We named this lovoly 
oasis in the desert of ice Blossom island. 
From there tho work in tho high moun- 
tains began. After twenty days' hard 
work abovo snow line, wo found our- 
selves encamped at the base of Mount St. 
Elias. Tho weather had been clear for 
ten days, and we had every prospect of a 
good day's climbing on the morrow, los- 
ing at .'5 in the morning wo begun what 
•we believed t> be tho final ascent, but 
after a few hours storm clouds settled 
down around us, snow began to fall and 
all landmarks wore lost to view. Tho 
storm continued for thiriy hours without 
cessation, and it was with difficulty that 
wo found our way through, the blinding 
snow to camp, where tho necessary ra- 
tions were to be had. 

A second attempt was inado to roach 
tho summit two days later, but another 
storm broke over this mountain as sud- 
denly as tho first. This time 1 was alone 
in tho highest camp, where I was impri- 
soned for six days before I was able to 
join tho party bolow. When I started down 
"there were six feet of new snow, which 
refused to harden, and rendered impos- 
sible to do more work in tho peaks. On 
descending to the lower level 1 started on 
an excursion up the glacier between tho 
St. Elias range and Mount Cook, which 
gave promise of leading to a low pass 
ncross tho main range , but a third snow- 
storm came up and I was obliged to ro- 
• turn to Blossom inland, and there rejoin 
Mr. Kerr, the. topogiaphpr, >vbo had des- 
cended a few days previous. My stay 
abovo snow lino extended over thirty-five 
days During that timo wo lived m 
tents, so as to bo out of reach of aval- 
anohea, . . , 

\ftor returning to Blossom island an 
oxcurmon was made far out on the great 
piedmont glacier, which forms a plateau 



about 1,500 feet high, stretching along 
the southern base of the .St. Elias range. 
This glacier is of tho continental type, in 
distinction from the Alpine glaciers, and 
has an area by estimate of about 1,000 
square miles. It is the largest ghwior 
known in the northern hemisphere, with 
the exception of the iceiield of Greenland. 

Wo returned to Yukatat bay about the 
20th of Soptoinoer, having had stormy 
weather almost all tho time since leaving 
tho vicinity of St. Elias,and on the 23d our 
hearts were gladdened by seeing the 
steamer Corwin coming up the bay, Cap- 
tain Hooper having made a cruise from 
Sitka especially for our relief, and to con- 
vey our expedition to Port Townsend. 
From tho point of view of scientists, if 
not from any other, the expedition was a 
success. The plan proposed in starting 
was carried out almost, to a letter, so far 
as the study of glaciers, geology and to- 
pography was concerned ; but we did not 
reach the top of Mount St. Elias. Mea- 
surements made have determined that all 
tho mountains in this region are lower 
than previously supposed, and that St. 
Eiias instead of being tiio highest point 
in North America, is in reality a second 
rate mountain. Its elevation instead of 
being 1 0,500 fect,a:> previously considered, 
is about 13,500. Mount Cook's elevation 
is 10,250, and Vancouver's ia 0,400.

Ho believed that the business relations 
of tho two countries will soon adjust 
themselves to tho new conditions, and 
there will bo no serious harm to either. 
" It is all rubbish," said he, " to talk of 
any such tariff measure as yours being a 
death blow to Canadian industries ; Can- 
ada can probably stand it if you can." In 
regard to a question of his views on reci- 
procity, as outlined by Mr. ISlaine.ho said 
that under present conditions absolute 
reciprocity is not possible. Indeed, abso- 
lute reciprocity would hi practical free 
trade. But limiting it to Mr. Blaine's 
idea of reciprocity between nations, and 
upon articles the free exchange of which 
would be upon equally advantageous 
terms, when the article from either side 
should be practically equivalent, he 
thought it would be well for both coun- 
tries. For instance, he felt sure that re- 
ciprocity in coal would bo of advantage 
to Canada and this country; each needs 
a quality of coal which it has not, but 
which the other can supply, and there 
should be no close bookkeeping to see 
whether our country used more or less of 
the other's property than she gives in re- 
turn. The L;ato should be wide open for 
each to pass as circumstances made it de- 
sirable. He thought lumber w,.s another 
article where reciprocity might well be 
established. As for annexation, Sir Henry 
does not believe any considerable number 
of Canadian people want it ; there is not 
the slightest prospect of their considering 
it seriously at present. Some thoughtless 
people, who always think they want a 
change, and some self-seeking politicians 
talk loudly about annexation, but a seri- 
ous proposition of that sort would arouse 
a tremendous outcry of opposition from 
all classes, from one end of iho Dominion 
to tho other.

The White IIouss 'CiBSlIercU a Kiist-Clius

W.'.sinvin'iiN, Oct -JO. — Considerable 
anxiety has been caused of lale to the gov- 
ernment ollieiiils und others who visit tile 
White House daily, in regard to t lie pos- 
sible danger of lire^to tlio historic old stru 
ture and its occupants, arising from the 
many electric light wires throughout the 
building. The recent renovations anil re- 
cent renovations and repairs to the building 
disclosed mora than ever the danger of 
a like condition of tlio entire building. 
There is not a joist or timber comprising a 
vital point in the structure which it: not 
half rotten and decayed und liig'nly inflam- 
mable. The space between the ceiling of the 
rooms and the Hours of the next room above 
is rilled with liulf decayed timber and a 
stratum of fino dust, which would net like 
ii train of ponder in communicating (lames 
from room to room with lightning-like rap- 
idity. 

Between the ceilings of the upper floor 
und the roof of the house is a space three 
feet high, something like un attic, where 
the joists anil timbers are exposed, nnd, 
being very dillictilt of access, u lire could 
get a start here sufficient to make the 
destruction of the building a. certainty. 
^Workmen havo about completed placing 
in position the wires which will furnish' tho 
electric light to tho mansion, Each wire 
has been insulated with rubber. Not a 
nuked wire will lie stru ng, and extraordinary 
precautions have been exercised that no 
wire should cross another ; hut even then 
lire is not out of the range of possibilities, 
where electric wires come in proximity to 
inflammable matter.

ANNEXATION. 

The Calvary Tribune discusses the 
• question of the union of Alberta with the 
Province of British Columbia. JVlany of 
tho settlers of that division of the North- 
west Territories are dissatisfied with their 
present political condition and they do 
not look upon the prospect for the future 
as cheering. They consider that the 
measure of self-government that has been 
accorded to tlio Territories is not suffi- 
cient to .enable them satisfactorily to 
raanago their own affairs, and they ap- 
pear to believe that it will bo a long time 
before the full powers and privileges of a 
province of tho Dominion will bo ex- 
tended to Alberta. The Tribune thinks 
that union with British Columbia would 
be a way out of the difficulties and dis- 
abilities from which Alberta is suffering. 
It says : — 

There so?iv.s to be. .is far as wo can j 
learn, a decided determination on the 
•paet <A (til Alborttms that we must bo { 
separated from the rest of the Territories 
if we aro to fulfil our destiny unci have 
the rusotiroea of our country fully devel- 
oped. In this matter we quite agree with 
what has been said and written on the 
subject, but it seems to us that we will 
develop more quickly and have our 
country bettor settled by becoming 
portion of British Columbia than to 
start olf on uur own responsibility or 
to remain a portion of the Territories 
with everything centred at Regina, Brit- 
ish Columbia and Alberta have a great 
many resources in common, particularly 
timber and minerals. The former has, 
in addition, fish and fruit which v.o have 
not, and we have large areas of farming 
and grazing land which they do not en- 
joy. Thoy want our beef, butter, cheese, 
and anthracite and coking coal. We be- 
lieve that the policy of tho present pow- 
ers at Ottawa is not favorable to giving 
tho Territories a very largo amount of 
responsible government, and when we 
have co'. cessions in this hue granted it 
will be for the Territories as a whole, with 
everything centred at Regina, and thus 
Alberta will be kept in leading strings 
for some time to come. British Col- 
umbia has already a good form of 
Provincial Government established which 
would be extended to us at once, and 
heuco the solution of the liquor and other 
important questions would be at once ac- 
complished. A few years ago, when a 
rumor prevailed that tho eastern boundary 
of British Columbia extended to the 5th 
initial ineiidiail, and that Calgary and 
Alberta practically were a part of that 
province, wo remember with what pleas- 
ure it was everywhere received, although 
tho news was thought too good to bo 
true. Wo thoroughly believe that Brit- 
ish Columbia would be glad to have such 
a fine extent ot country added to Iter 
present domains, and that wo would ro- 
coivo valuable assistance from the leading 
men there to have the union consummat- 
ed. Arrangements would be at once 
made for Alberta's representation in tho 
Provincial Legislature, and we would then 
be in a position to assist immigration, 
charter railways, develop our mines, etc." 

Wo fancy that very few in British Col- 
umbia have given this matter a mo- 
ment's thought. Tho general impression 
appears to bo that British Columbia is 
quite largo enough, if not a little too 
large, for one province. If it contained a 
larger area of agricultural land, it seems 
to us that, instead of annexing inoro ter- 
ritory, its inhabitants would, in time, 
agitato for having it divided into at least 
two provinces. Vancouver Island itself 
would, as far as territory is concerned, 
make a very fine province, and there is 
land enough on tho Mainland section to 
form two very decent provinces. But it 
will bo time enough to discuss this ques- 
tion when the population of the province, 
North, South and Island, amounts to two 
or threo millions. .lust now wo caii got 
along very well aa wo nro. We are notat 
all sure that adding Alberta to tho pro- 
vince would, in the slightest degree, im- 



prove tho position of either British Col- 
umbia or its eastern neighbor. 

Our Calgary contemporary seems to 
forgot that lluu'o ia iKithing to hinder 
British Columbia and Alheita deriving 
all possible advantages from ouch other's 
productions and roac/sreos. There is no 
custom houses between tho Territory and 
tho Province. There were difficulties of 
communication that appeared to be very 
great at ono time, but these have been 
happily surmounted. The Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad connects Alberta with this 
province, and gives it an outlet to the 
Pacific Ocean. There will, no doubt, in 
course of time bo other roads which will 
make nn interchange of commodities even 
easier and speedier than it is now. We 
can got Alberta's lieef, butter, cheese and 
anthracite, and she can get our fruit, fish 
and lumber as readily now as the circum- 
stances and situation of the countries 
permit. So far as trade is concerned 
neither tho province nor the Terri- 
tory 1ms much to gain by union. 

Tlio inhabitants of Alberta might be 
able to manage their own affairs better if 
they wore united to British. Columbia 
than they do now! ""But . this is not so 
certain. What suits Alberta might not 
suit British Columbia, and laws that the 
peoplo of British Columbia might regard 
as calculated to promote the welfare of 
the province the people of Alberta might 
regard as oppressive or unnecessary. It 
would not surprise us at all, if the union 
were effected, to find the men of Alberta 
declaring that their last state was worse 
than their first. 

All things considered, we think that 
the best thing that those who 
d esi re tl iat^A.1 berta slin 1 1 1 g o ahe ad and 
its' iiihabi ants 



that - its inhabi ants] shall have all 
tho home rule they want is to do their 
best to bring settlors into their country. 
When tho territory is pretty well tilled 
up, its inhabitants can demand to be re- 
ceived into the Dominion as a province, 
and there in no fear of their being refused. 
No government will caro to keep them in 
a state of pupilage a year longer than 
can be proved that they are numerous 
enough and rich enough to set-up 
an establishment of their own. And 
then they can do exactly as they please 
with respect to their liquor traffic, educa- 
tion and other questions of provincial 
concern, without interference from Brit- 
ish Columbians or the inhabitants of any 
other province or territory. 



F.CCLES1ASTIUUSX. 



There are, it is said, indications that 
the Pope intends to intorfere in the dis- 
pute between the Irish peoplo and tho 
| Biitiuk Oovornment. We know pe pic 
! who exclaim against what they designate 
I "this cpsiesiaatlctsm. " They quote with 
approval tho eayit.'S attributed to the 
great agitator, Daniel O'Couuell, " out 
religion from Rome, our pJit' c * hom 

home." This rounds very liberal indeed, enormous sum of §41 
There arj many, both Protestants and 
Catholics, who are ready to subscribe, 
without hesitation or qualification, to the 
doctrine that clergymen should co line 
themselves to religion and leave politics 
to I ho politicians. But a little thought 
and a little Inquiry will cause some of 
these confident gentlemen to hesitate 
and to attempt to qualify or explain away 
their very sweeping statement. If they 
are asked, .''Must clergymen remain 
silent when such a question as polygamy, 
for instance, becomes a political issue?" - 
they find that carrying out their principle 
to its logical results will lead them to 
some very singular conclusions. Ques- 
tions relating to marriage and to tho rela- 
tions between the sexes generally, may be 
questions of politics ami questions of 
law, but they are before everything elso 
questions of morals. Clergymen 
aro teachers of morals. Morals 
are a very important part of religion. 
Are clergymen then to be silent when 
men and women require guidance on such 
an important matter as to whether poly- 
gamy shall be tolerated in a Christian 
community? If this should happen to 
become a political question, as it has in 
the United States, are clergymen to be 
muzzled regarding it because, besides be- 
ing a matter of morals, it has become a 
matter of politics ! We think that all 
except the most extreme of secularists 
will admit that it is tho duty of clergy- 
men to tell tho peoplo what they believe 
to bo right and what the Christian re- 
ligion teaches with respect to polygamy, 
divorce and kindred questions. 

But the relations of tho sexes is only 
one field in tho dominion of morals. 
There aro many other fields of equal im- 
portance that are quite apt to encroach 
upon the realm of politics, That men 
should pay their lawful debts, that they 
shall bo as good as their word, that they 
shall carry out agreements that they 
mako, aro matters which cmno within the 
sphere of morals. Whoa a clergyman 
exhorts men to be honest, to bo punctual 
in the payment of their debts, and te 
perform all that they promise by word of 
mouth or in writing, he is strictly within 
the line of his duty. In fact he 
would bs considered as unfaithful to 
his trust if ho did not show 
those under bin care the necessity 
of keeping the covenants they mako. If 
a Boolcty should ho formed for the ex- 
press purpose of refusing to pay lawful 
debts and of breaking bargains volun- 
tarily made, would it not be tho duty of 



all teachers of religion to deuonnco such 
a society, and to tell those connected 
with it that it was opposed to tlio plainest 
precepts of religion ! Would the circum- 
stance that such a society hud been 
formed by politicians for tho purpose of 
furthering a political cause rolievo them 
from tho obligation of condemning that 
society and of speaking most severely of 
those w ho became its members ? 

The Plan of Campaign is such an or- 
ganization. I'nder it men rofuso to pay 
debts they have contracted, and repudi- 
ate agreements that they have entered 
into. Is not that a combination opposed 
to the principles of religion, and aro 
clergymen to be condemned for "occlesias- 
ticism" when thoy denounce it, and when 
they refuse to regard as members of their 
church such as, after being exhorted and 
warned, retain their connection with iff 
For our part, we are not surprised that 
the Roman Catholic clergyof Ireland are, 
in conformity with their instructions from 
Rome, beginning to warn tho people 
against this Plan of Campaign. Wo aro, 
indeed, rather surprised that they have 
tolerated it so long. No one can hon- 
estly say that tho Bishop of Limerick's 
denunciation of tho Plan of Campaign 
and of that other must unchristian prac- 
tice. Boycotting, acted inconsistently 
with his duty as a teacher of religion. If 
clergymen do not condemn the repudia- 
tion of debts and tho refusal to extend 
the charities of life to neighbors who 
have been guilty of no crime, what j 
offences are they to preach against I The 
fact that politicians resort to immoral 
and unchristian practices to attain, it 
may bo a good and legitimate object, does 
not innke such practices innocent and 
moral. We do not think that it is wise 
or expedient for clergymen to take an 
active part in merely political agitations. 
Bcclesiasticisra is, wo are convinced, good 
for neither the Church nor the .State. 
But, while we are satisfied of this, we 
also believe that there aro subjects that 
have become political, in a sense, on 
which the ecclesiastic, who is faithful to 
his duty, must speak, no matter what re- 
proach he may incur or what enemies he 
may make. Do not the Plan of Cam- 
paign and the Boycott, U3 it is practised 
in Ireland, belong to this class of sub- 
jects? 

A SPENDTHRIFT POLICY. 

The Harrison Administration ia making 
the money fly. When it came into 
power the United States Government 
hatl more money than it knew what to 
do with, ft was paying off the national 
debt faster than tho bonds became due, 
ami it had still a tinu surplus left in tho 
Treasury. But all this is changed now. 
The Republicans have found ways to 
spend all the money that conies into the 
Treasury, and a good deal more. The 
appropriations made this year amount to 
039,050. This 
is $07ifl92)440 more than the appropria- 
tions of the previous year. To be added 
to this is tho cost of operating the new 
pen -ion legislation, which is estimated tobe 
$30,000,000. This gives a total of $403,- 
01)0,000. The estimated revenue of tho 
current year is, according to Secretary 
Windom, somewhere ill tho vicinity of 
$400,000,000. TJiis leaves a deficit of 
§93,000,000, When the requirement* of 
the sinking fund, which have been already 
met are taken out of this, there will lie a 
deficit on the first of next duly of f*53,- 
000,000. Tho peoplo do not appear to be 
greatly benefitted by this prodigal ex- 
penditure. An immense sum has been 
squandered in pensions. On the pre- 
tence of rewarding the men who have 
fought and suffered fur their country and 
their relatives, tho* Republican party has 
established an onormous bribery fund. 
The Republicans have gone into tbt: busi- 
ness of bribing the peoplo with their own 
money on a scale never before attempted 
by any nation. They expect as a reward 
fur this waste and prodigality to be vic- 
tors in the next presidential contest. But 
there is many a slip betwixt the cup and 
tho lip, and thero aro signs that the 
peoplo of tho United States do not ap 
prove of this spendthrift policy. Thoy 
arc beginning to realize that millions who 
never finger a dollar of the public money 
are compelled to find the immense sums 
which tho politicians scatter broadcast 
among the people. The McKinley tariff 
is bribery under another form. The 
manufacturers who were bled to supply 
tho funds for the last election were re 
coupod by that tariff, so that when the 
next election conies round they will con 
aider subscriptions to election funds good 
business investments. It must not bo 
forgotten, however, that a boon has been 
extended to the long-suffering people in 
tho shape of the abolition of the duties 
on sugar. But it is said that the re- 
liners will take precious good care that 
thoy, and not tho consumers, will receiv 
the greatest share of the benefits to be 
(rained from making raw sugar free.

MniiMlucliirc «>i Prepared Opium. 

San FnAjfctSCO, Oct. 20.— A dispatch 
lias been received by Collector Phelps from 
tin; Treasury department 'it Washington 
stilting that raw opium containing nine per 
cent, of morphia will bn admitted free of 
duty. It i3 believed this will encourage the 
manufacture of prepared opium in this 
country. Collector 1 'helps is of the belief 
that native born Chinese c;ui enter into the 
manufacture of the samo, but foreign born 
can he stopped from doing so. 

An riifortmmtc Accident. 

Tiik Dau.es, Ogn., Oct. .20.— Captain 
Nicholas St. Tokowo, of the British army, 
arid his wife, fell from n railroad bridge, 
last Saturday evening, a distance of 20 feet, 
striking on the rocks and sustaining serious 
injuries in the ease of Mr. St. Tokowe who 
.hud all the ribs on the rij?ht sido broken. 
They were making a tour of the world. 

More Aintikii Salmon. 

San- Francisco, Oct. 20.— Bark Cory- 
phene arrived this morning, 18 days from 
Karluk. A eloan-up was made at the can- 
neries before the Coryphcne sailed, and 22,- 
<MX) cases wore brought down. 

A Murderous Crook. 

San Francisco, Oct. 20.— The prelimin- 
ary examination of Geo. S. Richardson, 
charged with assault to murder on the high 
seas, was held this morning before the U. S. 
commissioner. Richardson was employed 
as cook on the steamer Sail Juan, and (lur- 
ing a quarrel with bis brother cook, named 
Conrad Shefer, he hit the latter on the head 
several times with a cleaver and would have 
lulled him bud ho not been checked in bis 
murderous designs by those on board. The 
c<»>k was held to appear before circuit 
court. 

Tli ho Cruttv Clilnnutcn. 

San FRANCISCO, Oct. !.'(). — Yesterday the 
steamer Queen arrived in port from Astoria 
and Portland. A portion of her passengers 
consisted of thirty Chinamen, who were 
captured while making their way into the 
United States, by way of Puget Sound, in a 
sloop from British Columbia, and who were 
ordered returned to China by tho Treasury 
department. About dusk last evening it 
was ascertained that the en tiro number 
were safely locked up, but the crafty hea- 
then were building high, hopes of effecting 
an escape, mid their efforts proved success- 
ful to a certain extent, for two of the men 
are now numbered among the missing, and 
only '2S were escorted to the P.elgic to-day, 
instead of the requisite ;I0. The Chinamen 
succeeded in escaping through one of the 
skylights on deck and slipped over the siile 
of the vessel and disappeared, notwith- 
standing the fact that five persons were 
supposed to be keeping a close watch. 

Drew Pay on u Dead Man. 

New Vouk, (Jet. 111.— Ann Cooler, the 
woman for whoso murder at New Portland 
last April, Michael VV. Norton was recently 
c mvicteil, it is stated, was engaged by the 
town to tako care of a sick man, a pauper, 
at a stipulated sum per month, at her own 
house. The patient lingered through full, 
but died when the colli weather came on. 
Then, as tho story goes, instead of notifying 
the authorities and having a funeral, Mrs. 
Cooley, who lived iu a- remote spot, far 
from the village, packed the body in ice 
and snow and kept it preserved until spring, 
in order to get so many months extra for 
board and attendance. The truth of the 
story, which only cume out recently, was 
vouched for by many respectable people. 

Knights in Mourning;. 

FORT MADISON, la., Oct. 11). The funer- 
al of John Van Valkenburgh, past supreme 
• chancellor of the Knights of Pythius of tho 
world, took place this afternoon. A large 
delegation of Knights of Pythias and Odd 
Fellows arrived by special trains from 
many outside points. Services were held at 
the Presbyterian church, conducted by 
Revs. T. C. Witherspoou, C. S. Williams, 
li. D: Stewart and A. V. Keudriek, Tho 
funeral cortege was an imposing one, con 
sisting of local and visiting lodges, grand 
officers of both fraternities, militia com- 
panies, police aud fire department, and 
hundreds of citizens. Services at the grave 
were conducted by the grand officers of the 
K nights of Pythias. 

Population or Ilie stales. 

WASHlNGTON.Oct. IS.— It is now believed 
ih.it the total population of the United 
States will be shown by the census to be 
about 05,450,000. The entire count of the 
country has now been completed, with the 
exception of nine supervisors' districts, 
where recounts arc now in progress. The/ 
work will not be completed before Superin- 
tendent Porter's return, which is expected 
by the latter part of next week. As soon 
as lie returns a bulletin will bo prepared, 
showing the population of the country by 
states and counties. This will be published 
by about November 1st. 

Ureal storm on Sew England Count. 

HOSTON, Oct. 10. — An unusually severe 
•storm prevailed to-day throughout New 
Kngland and along the coast. In Fall 
River, Mass., tho streets were Hooded and 
trees blown down. No marine losses are 
vet reported. About li o'clock this evening 
au electric wire became crossed with the 
Western Union telegraph wires, connecting 
with tho wires in the tower of the Western 
Union telegraph olliee and causing a confla- 
gration. The loss of the wires completely 
isolated tho Boston office from the outside 
office for nearly six hours. The storm has 
been very severe here, rain falling almost 
incessantly since about 10 a. in. Along the 
north shore the storm was the most severe 
in two years. Waves rushed in with ter- 
rific force, throwing wreckage of every de- 
scription. 

O'Connor, llie Oarsman, Arrives. 

New York, Oct. II). — O'Connor, the oars- 
man, arrived to-day t n the Umbria, Ho 
talks enthusiastically of h'u visit to Austra- 
lia.

Heavy Loss by Fire. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 20. --Frank Bro- 
thers' retail dry goods store, one of the. 
largest in this city, was destroyed by liro 
this evening. Loss, §;100,000. 

The Lizzie «'. Troop Wrcclt. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 20.— A pri- 
vate cablegram from China, received to- 
day, states that Capt. Fonmes, his child 
and ten of his crew wore drowned when 
bis ship, the Lizzie C. Troop, « out ashore 
on tho Loo Choo Islands, while bound 
from Philadelphia, via Shanghai, to Puget 
Sound.

ANOTHER lilt; TRUST. 

The Principal Flour Mills of Canada Con- 
trolled by an English 
Syndicate. 

Montreal, Quebec, Oct. 20.— An English 
syndicate has nearly finished nogotidtionB 
for the purchase of almost tho whole of the 
Hour milling industry of Canada. It will 
combine the Ogilvio mills, which are the 
most extensive in the Dominion, Laku of 
the Woods company's mills and the Hudson 
Bay mills. 

Tho purchase price will bo about $3,000,- 
000, §2,000,000 of which will go to Messrs. 
Ogilvie it Co., and the remaining million to 
the other companies. English accountants 
have been here making a thorough examin- 
ation of the hooks of the various mills, and 
the properties have been valued by experts. 

Within a fortnight the purchase will 
be consummated. The board of directors 
includes some of the best and wealthiest 
Canadians, as well as representatives from 
London. 

The mills will be under the management 
of William Ogilvie. 

The output of the various mills is as fol- 
lows : — 

Ogilvio'a, 5,000 barrols per day; Lake of 
the woods, 1,600 barrels per day; Hudson's 
liny. 7."i0 barrels per day. 

The only advantage of the combine, it Is 
claimed, will bo to put an end to the com- 
petition of the companies, and the conse- 
quent cutting of prices, from which it is es- 
timated the profits of the companies have 
been affected this yean to the extent of 
000,000,000, but others say this great trust 
is simply to keep up the price of flour. 

SCOTTISH KITE MASONS. 

Their Supreme Council Opens at Washington 
in the Fourteenth Degree. 

W vsmxi.ToN, Oct. 20. The supreme 
council of the Thirty-third degree of the 
Ancient Scottish Rite of Free Masonry for 
the .Southern jurisdiction of the United 
States, styled the mother supreme council 
of the world, convened in regular biennial 
session to-day lit noon in the house of the 
temple, the official residence of tho vener- 
able grand commander, Albert Pike, the 
ranking Scottish rite dignitary of the 
globe.
